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FOI^EWOHD 


The  Iowa  CroTD  and  Livestock  Heporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  op- 
erating a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of 
Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  Year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundS'edth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  elndthe  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
stai;e  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  troids 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  Issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Fedei^al  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  project 
665-72-3-35  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  26-  and  28'. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  E5?periment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  reqiuired  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statis- 
tics would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  CrUTIIRIE  COUNTY 

Guthrie  County  war,  at  one  time  a  part  of  the  original  county  of  Keolcuk. 
It  v/aa  established  as  a  separate  political  unit  1/  by  the  Act  of  January  15, 
1851,  and  named  for  Edv/in  Guthrie  who         captain  of  the  only  conpany  Iowa 
furnished  for  the  Mexican  ITar,    He  \rks  fatally  wounded  in  battle  and  it  was 
throu;j;h  the  influence  of  this  friend,  Theophilus  Bryan,  that  his  name  was 
chosen  for  this  county, 

John  llevine  made  a  claim  in  1343  and  built  a  cabin  in  what  is  no\r  Jack- 
son To'i.'nsh.ip.     Other  settlers  came  during  the  next  two  years  and  the  county 
was  formally  organized  in  an  election  called  by  Acting  Sheriff  Theophilus 
Bryan  in  1851,    The  seat  of  goveriiiaent  rras  located  at  Panora* 

The  original  eastern  and  western  boundaries  of  Guthrie  County  vrere  six 
miles  east  of  the  present  lines.     In  1855  a  tavm  vfas  laid  out  near  the  geo- 
graphical center  of  the  county  md  naiaed  Guthrie  Center.     In  1859  it  became 
the'  county-seat,  but  two  years  later  it  was  returned  to  Panorao    Hoirever,  in 
1873  it  -was  removed  again  to  Guthrie  Center  I'fhere  it  has  remainedo     The  Rock 
Island  Railroad  traverses  the  soirbhern  part  of  the  county,  snd  the  Chicago 
Milwaukee  and  St,  Tail  Railroad  passes  through  the  eastern  snd  northern  town- 
ships, z/ 

Area 

Guthrie  County  has  595  square  miles  and  contains  .380,800  acres.  3/  Of 
this  number,  370,053  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands »  4/    There  are  seventeen 
tovmshipso    A  correction  line  runs  through  the  southern  part  of  the  county 
on  the  78th  parallel  of  latitude.     It  ranks  20th  in  size  in  the  State, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Guthrie  County  are  grouped  into  five  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  swamp  slid  bottom- 
land, and  residual.     The  drift  soils  comprise  43.4  per  cent  of  the  surface 
and  are  divided  into  Shelby  loam--25^8  per  cent,  Carrington  loam-'-10o7  per 
cent,  yfebster  loams--6.4  per  cent.  Clarion  loams--4,2  per  cent,  Dickinson 
fine  sandy  loam — Od  per  cent,  and  Lindley  loem--1.2  per  cent.     The  loess 
soils  cover  o4,,6  per  cent  of  the  counter  and  are  divided  into  Tama  loems--- 
32,4' per  cent,  Grundy  silt  loam— l»o  per  cent,  Clinton  silt  loam--0o7  per 
cent,  and  Marshall  silt  loam--0.2  per  cent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  6.- 2 
per  cent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Bremer  silt  loam-'-118  per  cent, 
l¥aukesha  silt  loam-~1.7  per  cent,  Jiidson  silt  loam — 1,2' per  cent,  i^argo  sil- 
ty  clay  loam-'-O,?  per  cent,  O'Neill  locans'--0,6  per  cent,  and  Bremer  silty 
clay  loean— 0,2  per  cent.    The  swaxiip  end  bottom-land  soils  cover  10.6  per 
cent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  '■■"'abash  loams--10,5  per  cent  and 
peat  ond  muck — 0,1  per  cent.     The  residual  soil  has  one  type,  Crair^ord  loam 
— 0,2  per  cento  5/

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Topography 

Topof^raphically,  Guthrie  Countv  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  dividing 
line  follov/inr^  the  east  bank  of  the  lliddls  Raccoon  River„     The  area  northeast 
of  the  river  is  generally  smooth  -with  lav-r  rounded  svrells  or  elongated  ridges. 
Betvreen  the  svfells  there  are  broad,  flat,  originally  marshy  areas  in  ivhich 
a.re  found  small  ponds  or  saucer-like  depressions.    Mosquito  and  Bays  Branch 
meander  sluggishly  over  T/ide  basins  with  indefinite  channels,    Near  the  river 
the  slopes  are  steep  and  the  valleys  have  been  cut  for  short  disto.nces  into  the 
uplands.     Southwest  of  the  Middle  Raccoon  River  the  surface  conditions  are  en- 
tirely different;  there  erosion  has  been  very  active  and  the  entire  area  has 
been  thorou.ghly  cut  by  streams.     The  larger  streams  and  their  tributaries  fur- 
nish adeq\;ate  drainage  for  that  part  of  the  county.     The  slopes  ai^e  steep  or 
abrupt  near  the  larger  streams  and  more  gentle  along  the  smaller  rivers  and 
streams.     The  general  surface  varies  from  undulating  to  strongly  rolling  and 
is  ouite  rough  and  steep  in  some  sections. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  accomplished  by  the  various  tributaries  of 
the  Raccoon  River  which  drain  into  the  IJississippi  system.     In  the  southvres- 
tern  corner  of  the  county  a  few  small  streams  drain  into  the  Missouri  sys- 
tem, 6/ 

Climate 

The  36  year  (1895-1930)  average  temperature  of  the  county  was  48,9  de- 
grees.    The  o.verage  precipitation  for  36  years  (1895-1930)  was  31,68  inches 
and  the  mean  growing  season  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  4  and 
October  4  v:as  153  days  for  37  years  (1894-1930).  l/ 

Population 

G-utlirie  County  was  a  typical  lov/a  County  v/hich  went  throLigh  all  the 
stages  of  early  pioneer  settlement.    Only  299  persons  were  listed  in  1852 
but  the  population  gradually  increased  rdth  the  natural  expansion  and  develop- 
ment of  the  State,     There  are  28  persons  per  square  mile  in  this  county  com- 
pared with  the  State  density  of  44,     Tlie  follov^ing  table  shows  the  ten  year 
compai'ative  enumerations:

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A  very  small  part  of  the  pop'uLation  of  Casey  and  Stuart  is  in  Adair  County 
and  ic  not  considered  in  the  totals  just  ir-entioned. 

In  lOoO  the  foreign  horn  and  native  \Thite  of  foreign  born  end  ini::ed  parent- 
age content  of  Guthrie  County  v;as  2,C72,  or  13  per  cent  of  the  tot?l.    Those  of 
Gerrftan  descent  led  with  913  and  the  Danes  cj^me  nert  -/ith  4G4.     Other  national- 
ities had  very  small  representations,  12^/ 

Cooperatives 

In  lOcl  there  were  six  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty—three elevators,  one  creamery,  one  livestock  enterprise,  snd  one  lumber 
yard. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,146  members,  of  Yirhom  705  v^rere  active,  and  2,250 
persons  did  business  with  the  six  concerns «     The  selling  cooperatives'  had  a 
business  volume  of  $776,126  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did  '"}Vj7 /6d7  worth 
of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  13/ 

Fruit 

In  1934  Guthrie  County  had  12,243  apple  trees  bearing  5,337  bushels,  ' 
2,513  peach  trees  v/ith  1,073  bushels,  3113  plum' trees  producing  704  bushels, 
4,074  cherry  trees  bearing  1,314  bushels,  and  8,625  grape  vines  produ.cing 
41,387  pounds  of  grapes.  There  has'beon  considerable  variation  in  the  various 
years;  to  illustrate,  there  were  12,329  apple  trees  in  1874,  63,045  trees  in 
1884,  35,972  trees  in  1894  and  90,019  trees  in  1909.  Other  fruit  tree  list- 
ings and  the  grape  vines  shov^  equally  variable  conditions,  14/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows;  (l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(k)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.    In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied "by  the  yield  (derived  "by  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  "by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  s-ummations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  and  193^,  "both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  state  assessors'  office  he- 
cause  it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  woTj.d  select  their  "best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  differ 
ent  and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
"by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  "by  counties  only  and  not  "by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  hased  on 
acreage  not  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  h'^sked,  only.    The  total  corn  acre 
age  is  shown  "by  township-  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  I93U  and  193^  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  township 
yields  are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  and  1936*
